Cars are driv en fast, dust 
and dirt get in despite filters, water co ndenses and mix es with 
the o il, gaso line leaks past the cy linders, carbo n is washed 
do wn. 
All o f these things accumulate rather slo wly , but they do 
make it necessary to change o il at reaso nably regular interv als. 
So me things to keep in mind in co nnectio n with o il are: 
A dirty filter is no better than no ne at all. 
Heav ier o il do es no t necessarily pro v ide safer lubricatio n* 
Frequently , the rev erse is nearer the truth. EngineV to day are 
Duilt tighter and run faster. If o il is to o heav y it will no t readily 
flo w between the clo sely fitted mo v ing 
parts. 
Do n’t fo rget to warm the engine 
befo re draining the crankcase.
